Park's Timber, Restriction - Authorized to spend up to 60%.

Motor Vehicle Fund, Restriction - Per agreement with US Fish & Wildlife - funds are to be used to purchase new
vehicles for Wildlife and Fisheries.

Duck Stamp, Restriction - Waterfowl habitat improvement.

Pearl River Timber, Restriction - Utilize only in Pearl River District.

Gulf and Wildlife Protection, Restriction -Utilize for protection and conservation of land owned by MDWFP.

Wildlife & Fisheries Timber, Restriction - Per agreement with US Fish & Wildlife - funds are to be used for new land
purchases and timber management practices that enhance habitat.
